Scientists Two Children Die Suddenly

curse of the Pharaohs?” 


of the tomb of Tutankhamen, 
a king who ruled Egypt and 
died at an early age about 
3,000 years ago. 

The tomb was discovered 
and opened in 1922. There the 
archaeologists came upon a 
staggering profusion of gold 
and jewelry, furniture, cher- 
jots, household articles, and 
the mummy of the young sov- 
ereign, encased in nearly a 
ton of solid gold. 

They also: noted a warning 
engraved on the wall— 
“Cursed be he who touches 
me.” 

Such messages were not un- 
usual in the royal tombs. They 
probably were put there to 


frighten away grave robbers. 
If so, they failed, for virtually 
every. Egyptian tomb—royal, 
noblé or common—was rifled 
thousands of years before the 
modérn Egyptologist ever be- 
gan probing into the tombs. 
However, less than a year 
after the opening of Tutank- 
hamen’s tomb, the Briton who 
financed the expedition, Lord 


Carnarvon, died suddenly. The, | 


cause of death—curious com- 
bination! — was recorded as 
pneumonia and the effects of 
a mosquito bite. 

This started the story of 
“the curse of the Pharaohs.” 

It merely amuses the pro- 
fessional / Egyptologist. He 
reminds you that the other 
members. of the Carnarvon 
expedition lived to a ripe old 
age and died quietly in bed, 
and also that. thousands of 
people have been “exposed”

Italy s De Gasperi 
Dies After Seizure 


Led Country 
From Chaos 


SELLA VAL SUGANA, 
Italy (AP)—Alcide dt Gas- 
peri, the lean old statesman 
who led Italy out of post- 
war chaos and onto the path 
of democracy, died today of 
a heart attack. 

Death came to the former 
premier as he rested nere in his 
north Italy mountain retreat, 
far from Rome and the political 
wars in which he had battled 
without respite for nearly a 
decade. , 

His passing robbed the cause 
of European union of one of its 
staunchest supporters. Italy's 
struggle against Communism 
lost one of its hardest fighters. 

Although it was known the 
73-vear-old leader's health was 
failing, there had been no pub 
lic hint he was seriously il! 
Only after his death was it re- 
vealed that he suffered a heart 
attack a week ago. His condi 
tion was not considered critical 
until Tuesday, when the heart 
pains became more intense 

He suffered another attack at 
2 a.m. today and died an hour 
later after still another seizure 
His \family was at his bedside. 

De Gasperi had stepped down 
from the titular leadership of 
his pro-western, middle-of-the 
road Christian Democrat party 
Itaiy’s largest, a little more 
than a month ago 

He ended his seven an 
half years as head of the Italian 
government in July, 1953, after 
losing a confidence vote in par 
liament. But his party supplied 
succeeding cabinets and a pro 
tegee of de Gasperi, fort r 
terior Mario 
now holds the premiership 


BRINGS NEWS OF DEATH 

A messenger brought the 
news of the death before dawn 
to Scelba and the premier hur 
ried from his own vacation spot 
Fiuggi. to the scene of the 
death of his old mentor 

Known in the troublesome 
early days of the Italian repub 
lic as the master of political 
compromise de Gasperi 
changed later to become a toe 
of communism 

The tall, hawk-faced 
first became premier in Decem 
ber, 1945, because he was leader 
of Italy's biggest party. A noted 
anti-Fascist imprisoned often by 
Mussolini, he had served since 
the previous April as foreign 
minister. 

In his first two years as pre 
mier he tried to work with his 
nation’s Communists and fellow 
traveling Socialists, but in the 
spring of 1947 abandoned the 
effort and in the 1948 elections 
inflicted a smashing defeat on 
the Reds 

For five years after that de 
Gasperi fought the Reds at 
every turn, battling to keep his 
nation allied with the 
anti-Communist West, pushing 
the cause of Evropean unity.

IS. COMMONLY SAID THAT 

the proposed defense system in 
the south Pacific will be the counter- 
part and facsimile of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization in Europe. 
That, unfortunately, is a gross over- 
simplification. SEATO cannot be the 
same as NATO, since each must live 
in an entirely different climate. 

The forthcoming conference of 
powers directly interested in -the 
safety of southeast Asia will soon 
encounter the bewildering conflicts 
of this region. 


In Europe all the partners of 
NATO agreed from the beginning on 
fundamentals and all of them be- 
longed to the same Western civiliza- 
tion. Moreover, they were installed 
at the strategic heart of the conti- 
nent, directly beside the line of com- 
munist power. 

Those conditions do not hold in 
Asia. There is no agreement on fun- 
damentals of policy between the 
Western nations and many of the 
Asiatic nations, notably India. The 
principle of collective security, as «d- 
vocated by the United States, Britain 
and their friends is not accepted by 
India and its friends who are trying 
to maintain a fragile neutrality in 
the world struggle. Moreover, the 
Western peoples and the Asiatics 
came out of different civilizations 
and take very different views of life. 

SEATO, therefore, cannot hope, 
for the present. anyway,.to. include 
some of the most important non- 
communist Asiatic states. They not 
only refuse to join; they regard the 
whole project as dangerous and like- 
ly to increase frictions with the com- 
munist world. : 

The new defense community will 
probably include the United States, 
Britain, France; Australia, New Zea- 
land, Pakistan, Thailand and the 
Philippines. 

This membership will be by no 
means ideal, since it omits such 
states as India at the centre of the 
struggle. Yet, in Pakistan, Thailand 
and the Philippines it will include a 
pretty substantial segment of the 
Asiatic races; and two of these states, 


New Look 


HEN THE PRESENT AMER- 

ican Government came to office 
in 1953 it decided to take a “New 
Look” at the nation’s defenses. As 
The Christian Science Monitor ob- 
serves, the “New Look” turns out to 
be only a mirage. 

Essentially the Government’s pol- 
icv was to cut down the cost of the 
military establishment without re- 
ducing its strength. By concentrating 
on air power and atomic weapons it 
hoped to maintain the national safety 
and, at the same time, reduce taxes. 
Accordingly, the budget of the army 
and the appropriations for’ conven- 
tional weapons were cut and taxes 
were_reduced. Thus began Mr. Dulles’ 
famous doctrine of “instant, massive 
retaliation” as a method of buying 
safety at a bargain price. 

The events of the last six months 
have destroyed those earlier assump- 
tions. In Korea and again in Indo- 
China it was discovered that the 
power of atomic retaliation is quite 
irrelevant to any war but a world 
war. Only if the United States is pre- 
pared to launch a world war can it 
rely solely or mainly on atomic strik- 
ing power. In peripheral wars against 
local aggression it must rely on con- 
ventional weapons and methods. 

Hence the American Government 
is quietly revising its over-all defense 
plan. It has postponed indefinitely 
its decision to reduce the standing 
army next June. It announces the 
formation of a National Guard of 


An Autumn Session? 


ME ARNOLD WEBSTER, LEAD- 
1 er of the C.CF. in British Co- 
lumbia (whose return to health will 
be welcomed by everybody) urges 
Premier Bennett to call the Legisla- 
ture into session before the end of 
the year. 

Much public business, Mr. Webster 
says, awaits the Legislature’s consid- 
eration. He mentions, for example, 
the. government’s contract with the 
Frobisher interests on the Yukon 
River; the problem of selling Peace 
River gas in the United States; and 
Mr. Bennett's recent mysterious deal- 
ings with the Aluminum Company 
at Kitimat. Such matters, Mr. Web- 
ster believes, should be discussed by 
the Legislature without delay. 

There is some merit in his sugges- 
tion. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that the responsibility of sum- 
moning the Legislature rests solely 
with the Crown’s adviser. It is for 
the Premier and him alone to decide, 


within the broad provisions of the © 


constitution, when he should consult 
the representatives of the people. 
Unless some extraordinary issue is 
involved, the date of legislative ses- 
sions is mainly a matter of conveni- 
ence. Some former governments at- 
tempted to shift the annual session 
from. the spring- to the autumn—but 


Pakistan and Thailand, lie directly in 
the path of possible communist 
aggression. 

Such an alliance cannot be reas- 
onably called a mere attempt by the 
white man to dominate the coloied 
peoples, to revive the old evil of: co- 
lonialism.

We may be sure that the West's 
motives will be skilfully misrepre- 
sented in China and Russia, may be 
widely misunderstood in India also, 
for the time being anyway. Never- 
theless, SEATO must go ahead in 
one form or other if any line is to 
be drawn against communist expan- 
sion 

The work of organizing a defense 
system in this region cannot be done 
overnight, as it was done in Europe. | 
Certainly the West can concert mili- | 
tary power around the fringes of 
Asia and install it in such strategic 
inner areas as Pakistan and Thai- 
land, but the problem is more politi- | 
cal than military: 

Essentially it is the problem of 
convincing the Asiatics that the West } 
has no purpose but their defense and 
its own—and not against commu- 
nism as a theory of government, but 
only against aggression, whatever its 
source. | 

It-will-take.time.to.reassure most | 
of Asia. This cannot be done merely | 
by a. show of military strength. 
Power alone is likely to have pre- 
cisely the opposite result. If the 
West is to secure the support of the 
Asiatics it must earn their friendship 
by economic assistance, by a willing- | 
ness to trade with them (the most | 
practical form of aid) and, above all, 
by accepting them in the counsels of | 
mankind as friends and equals. 

For these reasons SEATO, which 
begins as a military experiment, Is 
really an experiment, without prece- 
dent, in the relationship between two 
civilizations. If they cannot learn 
to live together no civilization is 
likely to last long.

All these are painful decisions, 
especially when they deny the easy 
hopes and false premises accepted 
until -the Indo-Chinese disaster ex- 
ploded them. But it is greatly to the 
government's credit and a tribute to 
President Eisenhower’s courage that 
the hard facts are being faced.

“chief Heinrich Himmler’s filat- 
feet descended on Peenemunde in Janu- 
ary, 1944, and arrested Dornberger’s best 
men, throwing the whole operation into 
chaos. The charge was that they were 
“more interested in space travel than in 
winning the war.” London very probably 
escaped total destruction because of this 
ludicrous charge. 

Here in this country, Dornberger says, 
there are no Hitlerian dreams, no 
material shortages, no bombings. The 
American obsession with security, he 
says beginning to dry up the 
immensely stimulating free exchange of 
opinion which so impressed him when 
he first arrived here But, he says 
judicially, the American security system 
still does not have the absolutely para- 
lyzing effect of the Gestapo 


RED TAPE 
Yet in many ways, he says, it was 
easier to make missiles, even when the 
art was wholly unknown, even under the 
bombs, than it is here 
He himself left the Pentagon for fear 
of strangling in red tape. “Over there,” 
he says, “you could get a decision made. 
It often wrong, but at least you 
knew where you stood. Now you have 
to twenty-seven men to make anv 
decision, all generals, all changing their 
jobs and their minds all the time.” 
The Wnited States will only win the 
missiles. race if the essential experimental 
part, at least, of the. missile. effort. is 
taken right out of the Pentagon, Dorn- 
berger believes 
What ‘is needed is an organization if 
which the scientists and engineers have 
the freedom to experiment without 
justifying their every move to “twenty- 
seven generals.” Above all, as in the 
Manhattan District; one mian—must 92 
given the power to decide : 
This view of Dornberger’s is shared 
the great majority of the most 
distinguished American 
scientists. This, indeed, 
is why the NSC is 
seized with the prob- 
lem There is bitter 
resistance to a Man-

The report listed the results 
of post-mortem examinations 
on a quarter of the 5,000 Lon 
doners who dropped dead on 
streets and in their homes 

Doctors and other experts 
conducting the examinations 
found that almost without ex 
ception, all the victims were al.

heart or lung conditions. 

They died because irritants 
in the smoke-fog pall, mainiv 
sulphur oxides produced by coal 
smoke, entered their lungs, 
causing severe irritation, 
shortage of oxygen and finally 
heart failure.

Government Grants Withdrawn 
Unless ‘Abuses’ Are Halted 


Education Minister Ray Williston today answered 
critics of his directive to school. boards warning them 


government grants would be 
transportation abuses are 
halted. 

Mr. Williston said his school 
bus policy is aimed at both sav- 
ing money and standardizing 
service. “There has been no firm 
policy in the past,” he said. 

“It is the responsibility of lo- 
cal schoo! boards to provide 
transportation, actually.” he 
said. Mr. Williston added the 
government intends to continue 
paying grants to subsidize school 
transportation, but these pay 
ments would be calculated on a 
commion basis. 

Provincial grants. amounting 
to 60% of the total school bus 
cost, will not be authorized un- 
less: 


1, Children within a three-mile |. 


@rea walk to school, or find 
other means of transportation. 
2. Children are picked up only 
at central points outside the 
three-mile limit. Maximum walk- 
ing distance to these pick-up 
points has been set at two miles. 
3. School bus equipment is 
“adequate, but not luxurious.” 
Mr. Williston said: “Local 
school boards can provide any 
type of service they wish with 
any kind of equipment .. . but 
grants will be issued only under 
the above terms 
There are some exceptions. 
Pupils in grades one to three 
will not be required to walk 
more than 214 miles. And, “par- 
ticular circumstances | where 
special consideration may be 
warranted, will be considered.” 
Mr. Williston’s directive also 
orders withdrawal of govern 
ment grants when a school bus 
route is established for less
